(FIRST PERFORMANCE IN LONDON) 


This Overture, which is dedicated to Richard Austin, received its 
first performance at Bournemouth early in the present year. No 
kind of “programme” is attached to it, the title being suggested (in 
the composer's own words) by the “somewhat truculent and 
swashbucklering manner” of its opening theme. In some respects, 
an aflınity between this Overture and its light-hearted prede- 
cessor, the “Overture to a Picaresque Comedy” (1930), suggests 
itself: both works are notable for strongly-marked rhythms, 
directness of utterance and buoyancy of spirit. “Overture to 
Adventure” is straightforward in structure and unusually concise, 
but it contains a full measure of that richness of colour, both 
harmonic and orchestral, which is one of the most prominent 
characteristics of Arnold Bax's music.

As the latter steps on board, Michele springs upon 
him and, having forced from him a confession of his love for Georgetta, strangles him.

SUOR ANGELICA 


The scene is laid within the walls of a mountain convent, whither Sister Angelica has retired 
to expiate an unfortunate past. Her first contact with the outer world is through a visit from an Aunt, 
who needs her signature to a document. Timidly she asks about the tiny mite, whom she was con- 
strained to abandon before she entered the convent. Harshly the Aunt replies that the child is dead. 
Sister Angelica decides to make an end of her life amid the flowers she loves. Dying, she appeals for 
pardon for her self-destruction. The doors of the convent church open, revealing the Virgin Mary with 
the little child bringing forgiveness and eternal peace to the weary soul. 


GIANNI SCHICCHI 


The scene of the opera is in Florence in the thirteenth century. Gianni Schicchi is a Tuscan peasant 
who is anxious for the happiness of his daughter Lauretta and her lover Rinuccio. Their hopes of 
marriage lie in Rinuccio's expectations of money from a wealthy relative, Buoso Donati. On his death, 
however, Donati is found to have left all his money to a monastery, and his relatives, in their dis- 
appointment, consult Gianni Schicchi, who evolves a cunning plan. Since no one outside the family 
circle knows of the old man's death, Gianni Schicchi will impersonate him and make a new will. This 
is agreed upon, and he takes the place of Donati, apparently on his death-bed. A notary is called in 
to make the will, and Gianni Schicchi leaves the best portions of the property to himself. The relatives, 
although furious at this turn of events, are unable to interfere, as they can neither expose Schicchi 
nor denounce the new will. Lauretta and Rinuccio, however, are quite satisfied, realising that the 
money will eventually come to them,
